eons 3. According a in an effort to prevent the immediate closing of MATP, when 
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and if the PCB is suypressed, o study is boing nade of the vossibility of 
converting the office of the COC of the ATP inte a subsidiary of the Tribune 
Lop S.A,, in order to afford it the protection of cormercinl lays. At, 
present the plans coll for one delegate from each neighborhood comission to 
be an employee of the Tribune Popular, and be resnonsible for the collection of 
funds in that neighborhood, 


4. There are now functioning in orvanized form a total of seven corrvissions: three 
in the State of Rio and four in the Federal District. In addition to these, 
which have been registered with the CCC, therc are others fimetioning which 
have not yet corrmmicated with the latter. It is reported that the contributions 
received at the CCC during early July 1947 averaged about CrO5,000 per day. The 
surprising factor in this amount is that it is in addition to donetions made 
directly to the PCB, to which Party members are still contributing. In thoir 
appeal for donations to LLATP, the Cormunists are maintaining that the only way 
for them to continue an organized struggle is to support the newspaper which has 
become the mouthpiece of all who desire the overthrow of the Dutra government and 
its leaders. 


5.  Ineluded as an appendix is a translation of the draft of the pronosed orgenization 
of the CCC of the ATP. At the end of this is a sketch, as prepared by ‘toberto 
Sissons, showing the chein of comand.
